The Taxation Question. 

' It is an error to Bupposo that the 

goods now in atoro at Victoriii, JN'^ii'- 
naimo; oto,, will bo subject to tho pay- 
. mont of a special lax bocaueo thoy 
wero imported while tho Froo Port 
Bjatom vras ia operation ; and it is 
eqaally an error to supposo that those 
goods have not already contriLutod in 
a very groat moasuro toward tho rov- 
enuo of tho country. Tho only diflfor- 
enco botwoon tho rovop.uo raised horo 
"and that rai&od in British Coliiiiibia is 
in tho mode of coUeclioii. Jloro wo 
havo paid taxes directly, while in 
British Columbia taxes are coUoclcd 
in an indirect manner. W^o have had 
tho heavy tvadej and liquor liccnco.-i 
to pay, in addition to the half pov 
cent, landing perntit, to say nothing 
of tho real estate and salary taxes, 
all of which were defrayed from tho 
profits on goods imported and sold, 
and jjroducod a revenue which, had it 
been expended with a duo regard to 
economy, would have defrayed the 
expenses of governing both Colonies. 
Tho burthen of taxation boriio by our 
people has, thoref'oru, been (juito equal 
to that borno by tho people of British 
Columbia ; and when it is remembered 
that for some moiiths at least tijo 
Islanders must piy not only t'"0cu9i 
toma duties now levied at i^ow West- 
minster, but all tho direct taxes in 
force horo in addition, tho injustice of 
attempting to visit thoin with ex post 
fatto Togulations, and sjjocial taxes, 
will bo seen at a glance. Besides, tho 
imposition of a special tax on goods in 
Btoro hero would bo a high-handed and 
illegal proceeding, nnd one that would 
Bcarcoly be tolerated. Tho Governor 
does not j)08SC6S any such cxtraordi-, 
nary power; and no authority short 
of an Act_ot tho Legislative Council 
could confer tho power upon him. 
Mo^t of our readers aro aware of the 
illegal proceedings of Sir Charles Darl> 
ing towards tho merchants of the Aus- 
tralian; Colony of Victoria ; and they 
aro also aware that Sir Charles not 
only lost his position, but that every 
dollar of duty w::s ordered to bo re- 
funded tho parties from whom it had 
boon wrung without tho duo color of 
Jaw. Tho goods in store hero have 
passed through tho harbormaster's 
hands. Thoy have paid tho half per 
cent, landing permit and tho port 
charges, and thoy can no more bo 
visited with a special tax or an cx post 
facto customs duly, than they can be 
levied upon by tho shipiier after lie 
has been paid for Ihcru. 'I'he laet thai 
tho goods arc in store is a guarante(! 
that they have satulied every lega| 
claim the Government had upon 
them, and is in itself equivalent 
to a receipt in lull lor ail public 
charges. In tho opinion of man}-, 
there is only one course oj)cn by 
which tho oljjeet sought to be obi 
taiuod by the Guvernmunt, viz.: tlio 
collection of a revenue and tho ])ru- 
teetion of tho holder ol vond.-, nuw in 
British Columbia can bo ellected, and 
that is by the impu.Titiun at Victoria 
of duties on all goods destined for the 
mainlantl which have nut paid the 
Boalo now levied at iN'ew \Vcstinin:,ler | 
and which would enter into cijiiijjcLi- < 
tlon with tho stocks already ia hlore j 
there. This course, however, wdiild 
give riso to conf'usiijn, fmud and an- | 
noyanco, and would bo expeiibive in | 
itB operation. It is seriouMy douute.i 
that tho Governor has the power to 
impose a duty on goods bound from 
one port of tho Colony to another ; 
but DO ODO will deny that groat in- 
justice and injury would be done to 
the holder of goods in tlie upi^er 
country, wore ho brought into direct 
competition with goods from Vietori.i 
wbioh had paid no duty. This w(;ul(l 
seem, however, to bo an ovil entailed 
by XJaoonditional Union — one which 
it will require all tho ability of tho 
Govdrnmeat toromody. To proclaim 
Union ia tho aimplesc part of tlie 
rrbole buaineua. But to arrange the 
mimtia so that injustice shall bo 
inflicted on no olaas or Rooiiou, ru- 
qatroB a high order of atatoamanabip. 
The difficulties which besot Governor 
Seymour in this very question of ta.-v- 
ation are ot tho moat gravo ami per- 
plexing nature, and wo confess that 
wo cannot see how in airiving to 
avoid Cbarydio ho will esoapo bolng 
wreolied on Soylla.

Tlio Atlantic Telegraph Expedition. 

From tho "llliiHinvt. d LondbS New«i'> 



Tho fiuocuesful acconiplisliinuiit of ihu 
Bccnnd object of tho Ailuiitic Tekgrapli cs- 
poditioii, tliat of llruliiit,' and ruisiiif; lliu ond 
of tlio broken cablu of last ycar.s, was briefly 
reported la.st week. A lufdier portion of tba 
diary of Mr J. C. Deano, sucriitary of the 
Anglo'Atnerieiiu Telegraph Cnjiipany, has 
since readied us, ^i;ivinf,' u detailed account of 
all the proceudicBa, from July 'IT, when the 
Uriat Eastern arrived at Heart's Conlcnt 
liay, to September 2, when the coble of 1863, 
hoving beec eeoured, nfter three weelis 
groping and grappling, by Ilio combinod 
elforts of the Gi-ual Eiistcrn, and Albany, nnd 
tho Mcdway, wag altaclied to llie finii^ldrif,' 
place, about oiui third ot the vvhulUj which is 
now laid along the remainder of the disiunce 
to Nenfuqaollaad and io perfect wotkiog 
order. 

THE BK(M:rTION IN NKWlp-Ot/NDLANU.

K.N., the hydrographcr, 
and Mr Temple; one of the enginoering staff, 
proceeded on the Ist to search for lost year't 
cable, Before thus separating, all the oQicers 
of the squadron were eatertained by Captain 
AiiderHon on board the Great Eastern. 
Another evening they were invited to a nail 
given by Mrs Ridley, of Harbour (irace, 
which was very plea,>;ant. Tho ladies ol 
N'owlounilland were invittd to vijit tho tireal

"It brought up very fine mud, soft, like 
pu'ty, and full of minute shells." Removing 
hfteen miles eastward, she placed a second 
huoy ulo.-e Io Ihe known line of Ihe cable ;

ihrre inihs ami a nu.ulrr huilh ul lu.il line, |

Tho Great IVTitern r'nd .Mcdway arrived 
on tho 12th i-t ihu eable-fi.shiug ground, 
The Weather, picviiuisly calm bat foggy, had 
turned rouyh th ; night before, w ilh a strong 
\V,.S,W. gale and a heavy sea, making the I 
great thip roll a jrond deal. Having joiiietl j 
llii.' .\.lbai;v. a eonlerenoe w:-s held on board 
ihe lire, il Ivnt.iu, where Capl.ua Aionarty 
iheneei'jrlb reinaiiied. A passing ^-te.imer, 
biiund to Ghi'^yow took lelier'j Iroui the tel- | 
egrapti sijuadren for home. 

Tbe Great fiastero commenced grappling 
at 4 p. m. on ibe 13ib, the weather being 
ihen calm. Tbe bottom was reached in one 
hiiiir ami nineteen minutes. The aiaehinery 
w.ake;! admirably, both io paying out and 
iMiihiiL,' ill. Tlie heaving up ot tbe grapnel 
'.','as eumirienced between eleven and twelve 
iliat iiiuhl. it emerged Irom the water ul 
Uirei' o'eiuek in the morning. Mr Doiino 
ks as hdlowfl of lliH grapplirjg apparatus; 
Mr I'eiiii would have been idad lo have 
en the admirable manner in which hi.s trunk 
eiigioe worked the niuchinory. Tbe rope 
comes over the 6 ft. drum as i-mooibly us pos- 
sible, every revulutioo bringing up three 
fathoms.

[iruiigs, each f(-' to 1'2 in. high, and Is filled 
with ^'iirings lo pii'Vi'iit iho eabh,' g"lMii:; 
out ol tbe lluke.s in ease it lia.-. Id be huoved. 
IC.ich prong has been testeil lo a strain ol 
leii Inns, There ia also a ' holding grapnel, 
wliich ha.i not yet been used. It may be 
wauled in grappliug for tho end of the cable. 
It has alsofive prongs, which have been tested 
lo eighteen tons each.

Till) weather was thick on the l llh and 
lolli, but iin|iroved siiin'.'w hal at luuiii ot lln; 
latter day, and the i;rapnel \':a • hnn ied ihru: 
miles .SDiilli of llui .No. '1 luoiy. l iie o'her 
vessels Were then suinni.ined, the .Vlbaoy tu 
slaiiil by Ihe buoy, the .Medwiiy lo irapple 
bvo miles west. Knowing wheru iho cable 
lay, the imiibod Ihey adopted was lo bring 
Ihe i-Tuppling ship within three or lour miles 
iiorih oriuulh of that line, according to thu 
wind, and, having let down itie grapnel, 
allow Iho ship to drift broadside on, lill, com- 
ing upon that line, ihe grapnel should uulcli 
hold of the cable. Tho Great I'jasiern did 
grap|)le Iho oabh', as idiown by iho dyna- 
mometer, about seven ]). ui, on ibu eviMiliig 
of the l&th. Tho largest buoy, u monatur, 
weigbipg throe Ioub and a half, waa tbon 
lowered over the side; and about to be lot 
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go, whan " a sovoro thunder shock '' was felt 
on board, It wn.i a collision with tbo No. 1 
mark -huoy, which the Albany hud put down 
several days before. A strong currout from 
tho eastward bad driven iho Great l''nEiorn so 
far along the Hno of the cable. The No, 1 
mark-buoy was got rid of, but wiib somo 
trouble, as it might possibly have fouled tbe 
paddles or screw. The Great Eastern was 
again preparing, nn hour after midnight, to 
let go its own hirucsl buoy, altachod lo tho 
cable, when the splico bolwoen tho grapnel- 
rope and buuy-ropo dre.v, ami, passing along 
wdlli lerrilio velocity over tho wheels abovo 
tlie plaiform lo tho V wheel on the bow, 
plunged into the 8ea ; fortunately, no person 
was hurt, but iho two miles of grapneWope 
wore lost. 

They ditl bolter next time, for tho eublo 
was actually brought lo tho surface, though 
only for a lew minatea, at balf'past (on on 
the morniog of the 17tb, Tbe grapnel had 
boon' lowered In the oftetnood of the dajr be- 
i'nre, and hauled in, as nsaal^ in Iho night. 
■\Ve (jiDto .Mr Deane's narrative, premising 
thai Ibe strain on ihe dynamnmeler (which 
is thii in.5lrinncnt that .shows tho amount of 
loroe or weight pulling at Iho grapiiol-ropo, 
ill addition lo its own weight) indicated that 
Ihe !;rapnel had got hold of tho cable : 

" We signalled to the Terrihlo lo send us 
bunts, and her Iwo cutlurs camo, inlo each of 
which we put a loading cable hand, and thoy 
took up thuir position, iho ono on the star- 
board, ihn other on the port bow. I3y 10:30 
a.m. 2300 fathoms of grapnel bad come on 
board, and there now remained but 15 
lalhoms of tho 1 1-8 chain altached to the 
grapnel. Nearly every one on board the ship 
crowded to the bows to see the grapnel oomo 
u[i over tho water. The lost cablo of 180:"), 
littoil from it.s oozy bed two miles honealh 
the Eurlace of Ihe Atlantic Ocean, now made 
its appearaiiee, attached lo ihu llukes ol Ihe 
gr.iphel, lit a ipiarier lo tl a:ni., ship's lime, 
amid a spontaneous, earneft and tumrlfelt 
cheer, which will never be iorgoilon by 
Ihosc who hcnrif it. The sound of tho cheer™ 
ing, however, had ecarcoly passed away, 
when the fact became known Ihot the cable 
had quiolly and easily disengaged itself from 
the flukes and spring of the grapnel, and left 
!ho?e who wiinoesed this fresh disaster more 
doprefi?eil from Iho great slip which had 
tdliiMi place botwoon 'cup and lip,' Tli'.' de- 
l)re...siuii, however, was only temporary ; we 
all lelt lhat a groat feat had been performed, 
and that wo had now only lo try a lew more 
timi's to ensure success. 

" On iho appearance of the cable we were 
all struck with the fact lhat one half of it was 
covered with ooze, staining it to a muddy 
white, while the other half was just in its 
state as it left tbe tank last year, with its 
tarred surface and strands unchanged, which 
proved that the cable simply lay in tho ooze, 
only half imbeiMed- The slrain on the cable 
..lave il a iwdsl, and il looked aa it it had 
been painted spirally with black and white, 
d'hii disposuj of ihu oft- repealed suggestion 
that we .-houKl never be able to pull it up 
Irom tho bottom in consequence ol iis being 
buried in Band.
